What though the wozld once went hard 
with me, when J was fayneto carry my playing Fardie 
a fot-backe : Tempora mut antur, uno you know the 
meaning ol it better then J, but J thus confer it, it is 
otherwiſe now: foz my very ſhare in playing apparrell, 
will not hes ſolve fo2 two hundzed pounds: trucly(ſayd 
Roberto) it is ſtramge, that you ſhould ſo pzoſper in 
that vatne pzaciſe, foz that it ſemes to me, vour voyce 
is nothing gracious. Nay then, ſapd the Player, A 
miſtike your iudgement: Why, Jam as famous foz 
Delphzygus, and the king of Fairies, as euer was any 
ofmy time. The twelue Labours of Hercules haue J 
tecribly thundered- on the Stage, and played thz& 
Stenes df the Diuell in the highway foheanen. Paue 
pe (6 ( ſaid Roberto) then J pꝛaꝝ pou pardon me. Nay 
moze( quoth the player ) J can ſerue fo make ap 
ſpech,foz J was a country Authoz, paſſing at amozrall; 
toʒ it was J that pend the Pozrall ot mans wit, the 
Dialogue of Diues, and foz ſenen yerres ſpace was abſo⸗ 


lute interpꝛeter of the Puppets. But now my Alma- 
nacke is out of date.

Mas not this pzety foz a plaine rime extempoꝛe, if 
ye will ye ſhall haue moze. Nay it is enough, (aid Ro- 
berto, hut ham meane you to vſe me:? hy fir, in mas 
king Playes,ſayde the other. fo which pou ſhall be well 
pated, if you will take thepaines. * 
Roberto perceiuing no-remedie, thought it beſt to re⸗ 
ſpcat his pzeſcnt nete ſlitie, to fry his wit, went with 
him wilknglie :. who lodged him at the townescnd in a 
houſe af retaple, where what happened our Poet, you 
ſhall hereafter heare. Lhere by conuerſing with bad 
company.hee grew A malo in peius, falling from one 
— — laund a veine to finger 
crownes, he grew cranker then Lucanio, who by this 
tune began to dope, being. thus dealt wit hall by La- 
milia. She haning bewitched him with yer enticing 
wiles,cauſed him to conſume in leſſe then two peares ; 
that-infinit treaſure gathered by his Father, with ſo ma- 
np a poze mans .carſe . Vis lands ſolve, his Jewels 
pawned, his money waſted, he wascaſtiheerd by Lamilia 
that had caaſened him of al. Then walited be like one 
of Duke Humfreyes quires, in a th2adrbarecioake, 
bis hoſe dzawne out with his heles, and alſo vnſcamed 
leſt his feete ould (weate with heate . Now as wit leſſe 
ashe was he remeinbꝛed his fathers woꝛds, his kindnes 
to his bzother, his careleſncſle of himſelſe. In this (02s 
row hee late downe on pennileſſe bench, where when 
Opus and Vius tolde him by the churcs in his ſlomacke, 
it was time to fal vnto meate, he was faine with the Co- 
mchon to feed vpon the avʒe, make patiente his repaſt.

ener he fingerd afoꝛehand, was the tertaine meanes fo 
vnbinde a bargaine, and being asked why he ſo fleight- 

ly dealt with them that did him god ? It becomes me, 
ſapth he, to be contrarie to the wozid, foz commonly 
when vulgar men receine earneff, they doe 


perfozme; 
when Jam payd any thing afozehand, JI bzeake my 
pꝛomiſe. Me had ſhiſte of lodgings, where in every place 
his hoſtelle wzitte vp the wofull remembzance of him 
his Laundzeſſe and his boy, foz they wers euer his in · 
houthold, beſides retayners in ſundzie other places, Sis 
— — the lewdeft perſons in the land, 


apt foz pilferie, periarie, fozgerie, 02 any villanie. Of 
theſe he knew the cat to cogge at cardes,coſin at Dice; 
by theſe he learned the legervemaines of nips, fopſta, co⸗ 
nicatchers, cresbyters,liſts, high Lawyers, and all the 
rabble of that vncleane generation of vipers : and pithi- 
lie could hee paint out their whole courſes ofcraft : 0 
tunning he was in all crafts, as nothing reſted in him 
almoſt but craftineſſe. Bow often the Gentlewoman 
his wife labourcd vainely to recall him, is lamentabls 
to note: but as one giuen ouer to all lewdnes, hee com⸗ 
municated her ſo2zrowfull lines among his loſe ſculs, 
that uſte d at her bootleſſe laments.
